\ All the railroad mail division chiefs 
¡ report that there is no "unworked” , 
mail In their districts, showing that 
the workers have succeeded in keep 
ing up with the monumental task of 
properly sorting for dispatch the 
| flood of incoming packages.

\ vision has up to this time reported, 
either, a serious congestion at any 
point in its territory notwithstanding 
the unprecedented increase in Christ­ 
mas business this year. 
News received from the port of 
New York today was that with the

This ship carried 9,056 sacks,
